The insurgent trenches were filled 


with their clead as the enemy retreated 
into the woods. The insurgent officers 
carried whips and lashed the soldiers 
to make them fight. A captured officer 
reported to "Gen. MacArthur that 5,000 
of the enemy had been seen moving 
away from Malolos. The country Is 
filled with rivers and ravines, and In- 
tervening ridges being .covered with 
woods and brush, rendering them al- 
most impassable in places. The Fourth 
cavalry swam several rivers. It was 
at Guiguinto that Wheaton loined 
MacArthur.
